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The Bremen High School Band was or- 
ganized in November, 1928, and has estab- 
lished an enviable record for efficiency and 
musical progress. The present Director W. 
T. Duganne, was placed in charge of the 
band two months after its formation. Al- 
though practically all of the members were 
without musical training, the band made a 
public appearance within two months. 
Since then the band has made rapid pro- 
gress, and at the present time it is a well- 
organized unit capable of playing standard 
compositions with artistic interpretation. 


The band department of the Bremen High 
School is organized into three groups. The 
second band consists of the new members 
of the class. In this band the younger mem- 
bers are trained for admission into the first 
band. The first band is the marching and 
concert group. It is complete in its instru- 
mentation, and is completely uniformed. 
The symphonic band is a group of 35 more 
experienced members, with a perfectly bal- 
anced instrumentation for the playing of 
symphonic and other advanced forms of 
music. The order of rank in the first band, 
and membership in the symphonic _ band, 
are determined by annual tests. 
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The Bremen High School band is well 
known in Jndiana, having played in many 
cities and towns for parades, picnics, and 
other events. It has broadcast radio pro- 
grams. played at fairs, and twice in open 
contests has been excelled cnly by the fam- 
ous General Electric band of Fort Wayne. 
The Bremen High School band has provided 
summer municipal concerts in Bremen for 
four consecutive seasons, and with the 
funds thus earned has been practically self- 
supporting, providing uniforms, an exten- 
sive music library, and many large and ex- 
pensive instruments necessary to complete 
the instrumental balance. The band has as- 
sisted in all civic and school projects in 
which music is essential; and in March, 
1933, presented a benefit play to aid in the 
financing of this “Oracle.” 


The band officers are as follows: Direc- 
tor, W. T. Duganne; student-leader, Mar- 
lowe Heckaman; drum major, Dale Hage- 
nau; librarian, Norma Petcher; principal 
musicians, Lillian Kling and Dean Kimble. 
There are also several section leaders and 
assistant section leaders. The duties of 
these student-officers are purely musical 
and technical in nature.

The Student Council was organized last 
fall when the officers of the four high school 
classes met and drafted a constitution 
which provided that three members from 
each class should make up the council body.
